R.C.A.F. Launch 
Recruiting Campaign 

The Royal Canadian Air Force is 
shortly to launch a nationwide re- 
cruiting campaign, Flight Lieutenant 
D. V. Kyle, Recruiting Officer of 
North West Air Command, announc- 
ed in Edmonton this week, 

Two main features of the campaign 
are the increased rates of pay and 
special benefits for ex-servicemen and 
tradesmen. Veterans with six months 
or more service will be awarded class- 
ification of Aircraftsman ist Class 
instead of Aircraftaman 2nd Class 
which is normally given to recruits.

For top of the stove cooking, moist 
heat and low-simmering temperature 
will tenderize the meat and keep the 
fine even texture. Boiling tempera- 
ture tends to make veal stringy: . 
The homemaker who plans to serve 
veal often will wish to-vary the 
seasonings and acconipaniments, Stuf 
fings, vegetables, gravies, while ex- 
tending the veal will also add flavour 
to it. ee 

The home economists of the Con- 
‘gumer Section of the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture suggest the 
‘following recipes, which were tested 
in Canada’s kitchen and found espec- 
jally good. 

VEAL GOULASH 
1% Ibs, stewing veal 
8 tablespoons flour 
% teaspoon salt 
Dash of pepper 

4 tablespoons fat 

1 cup sliced onions 

1/3 cup chili sauce 

1 teaspoon paprika ; 

1% cups boiling,water OR tomato 
juice ‘ 

% cup. grated cheese 

Cut veal in 1% inch. cubes and 
dredge with flour to which the ealt 
and pepper have. been added. Melt 
fat in Dutch oven or other heavy 
saucepan, add meat cttbes and brown,

until meat is . Add water or 
tomato juice’ cooking .if re- 
quired, Just before serving add the

1 tablespoon chopped fresh parsley 
% teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
1 teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon pepper

3 tablespoons fat 
6 small onions, sliced OR 
% cup chopped, fresh green onions 
8 medium carrots, cut in finger 
lengths 
6 small potatoes, quartered 
% teaspoon salt 
2% cups water 
%% teaspoon paprika 
2 thaps. catsup or chili sauce 
Combine meat with the rolled oats, 
parsley, sauce, salt, pepper and egg. 
Shape into balls, roll in 2 thsps. of 
the flour, and brown well in hot fat. 
Place meat balls In large baking dish 
and arrange vegetables in-layers on 
top. Sprinkle with salt, Blend remain- 
ing flour with fat from meat balls, 
add 1 cup of cold water and stir until 
well blended, Add 1% cups hot water 
and stir until gravy is thickened and 
smooth. Add paprika and catsup, 
Pour over meat balls and vegetablea 
Bake in a moderate oven 350°F., for 
1% hours or until vegetables are 
tender. Six servings. 
NOTE: Lamb may be used in place 
of veal. " 
VEAL STEAK WITH VEGETABLE 
SAUCE 
1 Ib. veal steak cut in 6 pieces 
3 tablespoons flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
Dash of pepper 
% teaspoon curry powder 
2 tablespoons fat—melted 
1% cups water 
1 can vegetable soup 
Dredge meat with flour, to which 
the galt, pepper and curry powder has 
been added. Brown meat in hot fat. 
Add % cup water, cover and simmer 
for 15 minutes. Combine. remaining 
cup of water with the vegetable soup 
and pour over meat. Cover and con- 
tinue simmering, stirring occasional- 
ly, for 1 hour, or unti] meat is tender. 
Six servings.

Unfilled Jobs 
Total 87,000 


The margin between wunplaced 
workers and unfilled jobs has started 
to narrow, reflecting an improvement 
in the employment situation, the 
labor department reported Thursday. 

On the basis of figures compiled 
from National Employment Office 
records at April 4 the department 
said “the peak of unemployment, ‘as- 
sociated with reconversion, has been 
reached and passed,” 

The number of unplaced appli- 
cants registered at offices across 
Canada at April 4 was 267,000— 
3,600 more than at Feb, 28, but the 
smallest monthly increase since VJ- 
Day. However, the number’ of avail- 
able unfilled jobs at 87,000 repregent- 
ed an increase of 12,000. 

“In view of the fact that over 72,- 
000 servicemen were discharged dur- 
ing March, it is apparent that there 
was actually a substantial increase 
in the number of jobs appearing on 
the labor market in the recent 
months,” the department said.
